Washington, May 10.—The 
officials 


of the 'German embassy say the reichs- 
tag's opposition to American meat is 
grossly exaggerated in. the press re- 
ports, and the embassy does not re- 
gard the situation as'So serious as th.e 
press dispatches from Berlin- indicate. 
It is said that this opposition to the 
government bill is of no more signifi- 
cance than the opposition to an admin- 
istration measure by a committee in 
our congress, and does not represent 
either the government or the majority 
sentiment in Germany. 


When the government bill is re- 


ported to the full reichstag in about 
two weeks it is saia it will be adopted, 
as the advices received at the embassy 
do not indicalte any serious danger, to 
the measure agreed upon by Ambassa- 
dor White and the German cabinet.

Washington, May 10.—The state and 


•war department officials continue of 
the opinion that Aguinaldo will soon 
surrender. There may be trouble with 
guerrilla bands,, as the quarrels be- 
tween the rebel chiefs indicate.that the 
co-called rebel goTernr'ent has little 
real control over its subordinates. . 


President McKinley's departure from 


the capital is taken to indicate that the 
future resistance of the rebels will be 
only spasmodic, and that hereafter the 
American authorities will have to deal 
with bands of brigands rather than, 


• with an organized insurrection. He is 
.stated to have remarked before going 
to the' Virginia Hot Springs that he ex- 
pected to receive word before his re- 
turn of the unconditional surrender of 
the principal rebel leaders and the 
practical end of-the insurrection. -The 
resistance of the.rebels for some days 
has plainly been uncertain and with- 
out systematic direction. About one 
more battle,.of which the -result is not 
doubted, is expected in order to break 
up the force of 5,000 or' 6,000 under 
Mascardo, whose men are said to be 
bold because without experience of 
American fighting powers. Then the 
Philippine, war is likely to degenerate 
-Into skirmishes with bandits, which 
may continue for some time, owing to 
the nature of the country, until the 
natives are thoroughly impressed with 
the power of the United States. 


Filipinos Establisli Government. 


Manila, May 10.—The first Filipino 


government sanctioned by the Ameri- 
cans has been established at Ballaug. 
Gen. Lawton authorized the Filipinos 
at this village to select a native for 
mayor, which was done. A municipal 
council, composed, of Filipinos, was 
elected, and the Filipino government 
took control of the city. The Ameri- 
cans are not to be responsible for the 
salaries'of the 
officials. 
They have 


promised the natives that, so far as 
they conduct the affairs of 'the village 
in a capable manner, they will not be 
Interfered with either by the military 
or civil American officials.

TO PUT IN FORCE 


APPLIES TO CITIES OF THIS 


SIZE WITHOUT ACTION. 


All Voters Must Put Ballots In the Box 


In Person, and In View 
of Those 


Present—Poll List Checked As Vote

Cast—Caucus

The new election law passed by the 


last legislature has been published, and 
is now in force. While it makes radical 
changes in the system, it is much less 
complicated than the old law. It also 
applies to all primary elections, and does 
not have to be adopted by the common 
councils of the cities as did the former 
law. 


Section 1 provides that all caucuses 


shall be ' held open not less than one 
hour.

The .chairman and secretary 
are declared to be the inspectors", and 
are required to take oath to perform 
their duties to the best of their ability, 
etc. 


Section 7 makes a sweeping change, 


declaring that all delegates must be 
chosen, and all candidates elected by 
ballot. The ballots may be printed or 
written, but must be of plain white 
paper. The ballots shall be deposited 
in the recepticle provided, by the voter. 
The ballot box shall be placed in full 
view of the election officers and voters, 
and shall not be removed until the bal- 
lot is declarid closed. , 


Jr-oll lists Used. 


Section 8 provides that the secretary 


shall make a complete poll list, contain- 
ing the names and'street addresses of 
all persons voting at the caucus, and re- 
turn the same to the city clerk., The 
city clerk is required to furnish the 
ward committee with six copies of Jhe 
official city registry list, if registration 
has been held, and only electors named 
on this list shall be allowed to vote, 
unless the vote be legally "sworn in."

AMERICA AND BRITAIN AGREE, 


Delegate* to tlic Coming Dtsnrmnment 


• Conference at The 
Hujrne 
"Will : Act 


.Together in This Plnn for the Ad- 
justment of Difficulties. 


Washington, May 10.—The United 


States 'and Great Britain will stand 
together In the advocacy of the adoi)-. 
tion of a scheme for the settlement of 


- international disputes ''by arbitration 


which will 'be presented to the disarm- 
' ament conference at its meeting in 


The Hague on the 16th ot the present 
inonth. .': The 
'American 
delegates, 


'headed by 
Ambassador' White, 
are 


equipped with a fairly well-digested 
plan for the execution, of this long- 
cherished project, While the British 
delegates are prepared with a plan that 
is almost identical with the American 
•project. 
The details cannot be procured for 


publication in advance of the presenta- 
tion of the project to the conference. 
It ds known, -however, that there are 
essential differences between t"h.is last 
plan and that embodied in the treaty 
drafted by Secretary Olney and Sir 
Julian Pauneefote, which 
failed 
of 


a.ction in the senate when submitted 
for ratification. 
The differences are 


rather in the methods provided for se- 
curing an impartial adjudication than 
in the principles of the former conven- 
tion, and it is believed that on these 
points the British and American propo- 
sitions are not precisely similar. 


The American delegates go commit- 


ted to this arbitration project much 
more strongly than to anything.likely 
to figure before the conference. Re- 
garding disarmament their instructions 
to tell the conference that the present 
armament of the. United States, and 
any within'the possibilities of the: fu- 
ture, are so far below the present min- 
imum .armaments with which any of 
the great powers of Europe are likely 
to be content that there is .really no 
•reason <why the United States should 
be called into the agreement.
